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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding claim 1 , see the applicant's arguments, pp. 11-14, filed 1 2/07/2009. 
The examiner agrees that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or make 
obvious "for a remainder of the channels, the target difference comprises the actual 
difference between the values of the read and write pointers of the first one of the 
channels". Specifically, as the applicant points out, Cory does not teach the target 
difference of the slave channels, but merely teaches controlling clocks, channel 
bonding, and/or staggering or incrementing addresses. 

4. Regarding claim 2, 20, and 21 , see the preceding argument with respect to 
claim 1 . The claims are allowable because they depend from claim 1 . 

5. Regarding claim 3, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 1 . It is 
allowable for the same reasons. 

6. Regarding claim 4, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 1 . The 
claim is allowable because it depends from claim 3. 

7. Regarding claim 5, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 1 . 
Furthermore, the prior art does not appear to teach or reasonably suggest an error 
signal transmitted to the low pass filter to control a sample rate count. 

8. Regarding claims 6, 7, 22, and 23, see the preceding argument with respect to 
claim 5. The claims are allowable because they depend from claim 5. 
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9. Regarding claim 8, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 1 . The 
method of claim 8 is allowable for the same reason as claim 1 . 

10. Regarding claims 9-13 and 24, see the preceding argument with respect to 
claim 8. The claims are allowable because they depend from claim 8. 

1 1 . Regarding claim 14, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 1 . The 
system of claim 14 is allowable for the same reason as claim 1 . 

12. Regarding claims 25 and 26, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 
14. The claims are allowable because they depend from claim 14. 

1 3. Regarding claim 1 5, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 1 . It is 
allowable for the same reasons. 

14. Regarding claim 16, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 15. The 
claim is allowable because it depends from claim 15. 

15. Regarding claim 17, seethe preceding argument with respect to claim 5. The 
prior art does not appear to teach or reasonably suggest these features. 

16. Regarding claims 18 and 19, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 

17. The claims are allowable because they depend from claim 17.

Stanley, US 6,683,494 B2 (previously cited) - teaches another PWM amplification 
system using a master-slave clock system (see figure 1, units 18 and 30, figure 4, units 

18, and 232, and column 10, lines 51-60).
